BEE KEEPERS’ COLUMN.* 


EDITED BY N. LEVERING. 


Italian and German Bees. 


A paper read by A. J. D»vl<leoa, Esq. 
before the I .us AnKCiet Bee Keeper»’ 
Association. 


Lust night I remembered that I had 
made a promise to write a few lines 
for this Association giving my opin­ 
ion as to the relative value of the I t ­ 
alian and German bee. 
The ques­ 
tion is asked very often “In what do 
the Italians excel?” ‘In and in breed­ 
ing’ has been steadily practiced with 
the black bee generally from ignor­ 
ance and frequently by those who 
knew the advantages of crossing tho 
stock, for lack of time or having some 
other industry to occupy part of the 
time during the breeding 
season; 
while with the Italians, queens have 
been imported generally by good 
practical breeders and in many cases 
it is thought stock has been improved 
by home culture. Then It is logical 
to infer that if both were alike good 
when first imported that we would 
have to give our verdict in favor of 
the Italians. But when we take into 
account that they have more strength 
can fly farther and that they have the 
ubility to collect honey from certain 
trumpet shaped flowers that the black 
bee can not, that they work earlier 
and later and are more prolific, these 
advantages no doubt account for the 
superior condition of Italian swarms 
in very trying years when bee forage 
is scarce. The Summerofl875 for ex­ 
ample. There are many things ad­ 
mired and esteemed solely for their 
beauty. 
And for those of an aesthe­ 
tic taste our rich golden colored favor­ 
ites would 
certainly be preferred. 
And finally I would say it is easier 
for b^-keepers to keep bees that will 
keep themselves.

We don’t know him. ‘'Return the 
comb to the hive in about one week,” 
should read, returu the comb to the 
hive and, iu about one week examine 
etc. 
We are sorry that these errors 
should have crept into our column. 
Errors sometimes occur among the 
best of compositors and frequently in 
deciphering what resembles the hier­ 
oglyphics of Egypt or a 
gridiron 
struck by lightning more than writ­ 
ing. 
We will advise our correspond­ 
ents (heading the advice ourselves) to 
write plain and distinct that errors 
may be avoided. 


The bee keeper’s meeting on last 
Saturday was one of interest from the 
attendance and animated discussions 
of various topics pertaining to apicul­ 
ture. There is evidently an awaken­ 
ing among the bee keepers of Los An­ 
geles couuty ou this subject. 
We 
would like to give a synopsis of 
the 
interesting 
discussions, 
but 
our limited space will not allow. A 
brief hut interesting paper was read 
by Mr. Davidson ou the relative value 
of the Italian and German bee, which 
we lay before our readers. 
We were 
presented by the Secretary with a few 
specimens of comb foundation, the 
first that it has ever been our good 
fortune to see. It is made of white 
wax pressed by machinery so as to 
closely imitate the foundation of a 
honey comb, only the base of the cells 
are formed, winch are ten or twelve 
times as thick as the bees require, but 
contain the requisite amount of wax 
to complete or form the cell. 
This is 
softened and drawn out by the bees. 
No time therefore is lost by the bees 
in making wax which is a great gain 
iu honey. 
Should this prove a suc­ 
cess, as we think it certainly must, it 
will rank among the most brilliant 
attainments ever yet achieved in tpi- 
oulture. 
We will give it a trial and 
report our success. 
The society has 
procured a small quantity oi comb 
foundation which we understand will 
be distributed among the members 
present at the regular meeting iu 
June, notice of which will be given. 


Mr.Haskell of Davidson & Haskell’s 
apiay in the Tejunga extracted 251bs 
of bald sage honey about the middle 
of this mouth from one hybred Italian 
swarm iu three days. This we regard 
as a very good yield considering the 
early season when bees are rearing 
brood so rapidly. Mr. Davidson in­ 
forms us that they have already sold 
nearly one ton of honey from this 
apiary. These gentlemen are among 
the most intelligent and enterprising 
apiarians in our county. 


Miss Zoa Taylor, of Traer, Iowa, 
will please accept thanks for a paper 
containing an elaborate account of the 
forgeries committed by Mrs. E. S. 
Tupper the“Iowa Bee Queen.’’The ac­ 
count is too volumiuous for our col­ 
umns. 
It would seem however that 
the unfortunate woman is iu a state 
of great uervious excitement with a 
mind much impaired and bordering 
on insanity, if not insane. The press 
thoughout the State express the great­ 
est sympathy for this talented DUt un­ 
fortunate lady and her family. 


Thank you gentlemen of the Bee­

Mrs. M. S. Baker, we believe, has 
been the first to feast on Santa Moni* 
ca strawberries. We have beeu told 
that they are superior both In size and 
flavor. 
Mr. Joseph Perkins last week sold 
his house and two lots ou Fifth Btreet 
to Dr. Elliott, of Minneapolis, Minn., 
for $1,600. 
This is an advance of 
several hundred dollars on the cost a 
few mouths ago. 
The fishermen bad extra good luck 
during the past week,over at Catalina 
Island. Several cargoes (principally 
mackerel) landed at this point and 
were shipped to Los Angeles and the 
interior towns. 
South Santa Monica continues to 
grow. Mr. Lucas, of the firm of Lu­ 
cas Brothers, is erecting a very cosy 
cottage residence,and Major Mitchell, 
Capt. Thom and others are painting, 
planting and improving generally. 
During a greater portion of the week 
we have had most beautiful weather 
—the mercury ranging from 52 to 78 
degrees. Monday and Tuesday were 
quite foggy—the mist becoming so 
dense in the evenings as to equal a 
gentle rain. 
The total value of property in this 
school district, according to an assess­ 
ment just made, amounts to over one 
million dollars. 
This makes the as­ 
sessment for school purposes a little 
less than fifty cents on a hundred dol­ 
lars. 
Over 150 guests registered at the 
Santa Monica Hotel during the past 
week. Messrs. Chapman & Co. are 
afibrding excellent accommodations, 
and those who may desire to sojourn 
awhile at the seaside, are positively 
assured that everything will be done 
at his house to make their stay a 
pleasant one. 
Rev. A. F. White, of Los Angeles, 
preached in the Presbyterian Church 
last Sunday, and administered the 
Sacrament. 
Hereafter there will be 
services every Sunday.

Condit, who was for some years a mis­ 
sionary in China, will be the officiat­ 
ing minister. 
A party ol ladies and gentlemen 
yesterday drove over the new wagon 
road, recently constructed across the 
mountains, giving San Fernando val­ 
ley the shortest and most direct out­ 
let to the sea at this point. 
With the 
exception of a few washes, (which will 
he repaired at ouce,) they pronounce 
this an 
excellent 
highway. The 
steepest grade—ascending from the 
San Fernando side—is ten feet in one 
hundred. There is about 12,000 acres 
of excellent wheat in that valley, and 
the entire crop will be shipped by way 
of Santa Monica. 
Michael Duffy has about completed 
his bath house arrangements on the 
beach. He has twelve dressing rooms, 
a large number of bathina: suits of all 
kinds and sizes; fixtures for fresh­ 
water shower baths in each room, and 
everything else uecessary for comfort 
and convenience.

The rooms

or singly, and there are grates in each 
making tiie apartmeuts especially de­ 
sirable for invalids, who may wish a 
little fire mornings and evenings. 
Water-pipes also extend into each 
apartment. The entire building will 
be hard-fiuished on the inside and 
well-furnished throughout.

A Paris correspondent says th a t the Bourse 
was convulsed at the close yesterday by the 
news th a t 7,000 M ontenegrans had joined the 
Insurgents. 
A telegram from London dated yesterday 
announces the death of Lord L yttleton. He 
was flfty-nine years of age. 
Robert Ferral has been appointed Judge of 
the new Crim inal Court, at San Francisco. 
Drs. Toland and Shorb testify th a t Chinese 
Im m igration is dem oralizing to society. 
The troubles on the Rio G rande still con­ 
tinue. 
• 
Dom Pedro arrived a t O m aha this m orning 
and took a view of the town. 
The N ebraska Democratic State Convent ion 
has adopted a hard m oney platform and 
elected Dr. G. L. M iller, Dr. A. B eard, G. B 
Schofield, Caestan Toharm an and Chas Me 
Donald to the St. Louis Conventl on. 


The last session of the Legislature 
passed 1,443 bills 691 of which were pre­ 
sented to the Governor, and of these 
585 received his signature. 


T h e little unpleasantness in which 
President G r a n t appears to be just 
now involved is detailed in another 
column, and will be found interesting 
reading. 


T h e Evening Republican has en­ 
larged to the size of the Daily Her­ 
a l d aud presents a very neat appear­ 
ance. The editor announces that the 
price of the paper will remain at fif­ 
teen cents per week. The Republican 
is by far the cheapest and best evening 
paper published in this city. 


It is stated that 135 votes sold in 
Woonsocket, R. I., at the recent elec­ 
tion for an aggregate of $2,000. If votes 
are worth this sum in Rhode Island 
what are they worth in a State where 
the two parties are nearly even in 
strength ? 


Of those who have read the Act cre­ 
ating a Board of Public Works in this 
city we have not heard of a single tax 
payer that objects to the law. The ob­ 
jection, so far as wo can learn, comes 
from those whose names do not ap­ 
pear on the tax roll aud who never of 
their own free will and accord con tri- 
buted a single dollar to the funds of 
the city. The universal verdict is 
that however defective the law may be 
and however imperfectly it may be ad­ 
ministered it cannot but be au im­ 
provement on the old system of red 
tape circumlocution and a great deal of 
money for a very little service. But 
the law is not defective aud there is 
no danger of it being carelessly ad­ 
ministered. It will not be long be­ 
fore the few opponents it now has will 
be numbered among its warmest sup- 
porteis. 


IN THE TOILS. 


President Grant Using the 
Public 
Funds for Election Purposes. 


With one exception the street car 
lines of San francisco have increased 
the fare from five to six and a quarter 
cents. 
Of course much dissatisfactiou 
follows. Five cents per fare is enough 
and the people have it within their 
power to compel the street car com­ 
panies to reduce the rate to'that fig­ 
ure. 
The process is simple and effi­ 
cient—walk. The profits of street car 
companies is on short travel. Few 
people ride from end to end of the 
line, aud a large proportion do not 
travel half that distance. 
Let those 
who wish to go but three or four 
blocks walk and the companies will 
soon find their receipts falling off so 
rapidly that they will be glad to re­ 
turn to the old rate of five cents. 
Those who travel a long distance will 
be compelled to ride but the number 
is proportionally small and the profit 
on their fare very light. Walk and 
the increased fare will neither deplete 
your purse nor fill that of the street 
car company. 


Nilver, 


N e w Y o r k , April 20th.—The Sub­ 
Treasury has been besieged all da'y by 
applicants for silver for the redemp­ 
tion of currency. Four clerks were 
employed in paying out silver. About 
$10,000 in silver was paid out. The 
Comptroller of Currency to-day sent 
his permission for the Bank of the 
State of New York to resume business.

Williams Makes a Clean Breast of It. 


N e w Y o r k , April 20th.—The World's 
Washington correspondent publishes 
the following: Important and trust­ 
worthy evideuce directly implicating 
the President of the United States in 
the illegal and corrupt use of the pub­ 
lic money was taken to-day before the 
Committee on the Department of Ju s­ 
tice, and from uo less a person than 
an ex-member of his Cabinet, ex-At- 
toruey General George II. Williams, 
who,in fact,shields his illegal conduct 
behind a written order of the Presi­ 
dent. 
In a word, it involves the pay­ 
ment out of the secret service fund of 
au order of Grant’s for $32,000 to aid 
in carrying the elections in the city of 
New York in the years 1871-’72-’73. 
All of this money was paid to the uo- 
torious John J. Davenport, who was 
chief Supervisor under the enforce­ 
ment act, but who does not receipt for 
it in a single instance as an officer of 
the government, but simply as John 
J. Daveuport. In one case he merely 
gives his own due bill for the pay­ 
ments made to him in an official ca­ 
pacity. 
All are duly receipted and 
audited in the Treasury, and in cor­ 
rect form and legal account. This cor­ 
ruption fund for political purposes was 
gobbled from the secret service fund. 
Attorney General Williams says he 
was first called upon to pay Daven­ 
port $6,000 in 1871. 
He hesitated to 
use the public money in that way,and 
called upon tlie President, who, after 
a brief conversation, ordered its pay­ 
ment by written order. In the Fall 
of 1872, when the last presidential 
election was held, $20,000 was ordered 
to be paid to Davenport—the Attorney 
General testifying that, in each in­ 
stance, he received the verbal order of 
the President before turning over the 
money. Last Fall $6,000 more were 
paid, when Williams half remon­ 
strated against it. 
The largest pay­ 
ment was for the election in 1872,when 
Grant ran against Greeley. The Pres­ 
ident said Davenport was engaged in 
a great work up there.

When pressed by the committee as to 
the corrupt and illegal use of this 
fund, Attorney 
General Williams 
evaded and dodged, and seemed reluc­ 
tant to tell, though not so willing, af­ 
ter all, to protect the President. This 
corruption fund was paid on the order 
of the President to Whitely, and by 
letter to Davenport. 
Whitely pro­ 
duced to-day to the committee Daven­ 
port’s voucher for every cent,and Wil­ 
liams corroborated him in that and 
other respects. 
The Herald's Washington special 
says that astounding developments 
were made to-day by testimony in­ 
volving in a very painful manner 
President Grant. The story confirms 
the charges made in New York in 
1872, that the administration had in­ 
terfered with the corruption in the 
elections of that year. 
H ER E FOLLOWS TH E EVIDENCE, 
And a story substantially like that 
just sent to the World. The H er­ 
ald's Washington special adds that 
the President will probably be sub­ 
poenaed 
before the committee to 
answer these questions for himself. 
During the course of the examination 
of Williams, he was asked what con­ 
versation passed between himself and 
the President when the latter ordered 
the first payment of money to Daven­ 
port, the object of the question being 
to draw from the witness that he had, 
as a law officer of the Government, ad­ 
vised the President thut such payment 
of money was illegal; but the witness 
answered that lie could not recollect 
especially what the conversation was. 
When the question was put in a more 
leading way—almostdirecty, in fact— 
he still failed to recollect what had 
been said. The question whether the 
Committee shall call the President be- 
fort them or not, and in what manner 
they will question him, will probably 
be discussed to-morrow. Presidents 
Jefferson and Lincoln appeared before 
Committees of Congress to testify; and 
Grant, it is believed, desires to appear, 
and will come as soon as he is sum­ 
moned. On the Black Friday inves­ 
tigations the Committee sent him a 
copy of the testimony, and requested 
him to send in such answer as he 
chose to muke. It is said there has 
been uneasiness in administration cir­ 
cles for some days about the coming 
and embarrasing developments. 


T H E COMMITTEE 
Has only begun the investigation of 
what has been done at different times 
with the Secret Service Fund in the 
Department of Justice. They are said 
to be on the track of other expendi­ 
tures not different in kind from this; 
made in New York, but in the aggre­ 
gate 
very 
largely 
exceeding in 
amount. There are fifteen or twenty 
receipts to Whitely from Davenport, 
amounting to $40,000, and letters from 
the Attorney General and Davenport. 
Williams gave directions to Whitely 
as to the disposition of the money, 
which were to give it to Davenport. 
Some of the documents are already in 
the hands of the Committee, and 
Whitely supposed they were stolen 
from his office. The money was paid 
in sums varying from $10,000 to $50,­ 
000 each time. 
Williams says lie was 
ordered to have it paid to Davenport 
by the President. Twenty thousand 
dollars of this money was paid to Da­ 
venport before the election in 1872. 
The witness did not seem inclined to 
give the facts, but they were forced 
out of him, and when he saw that they 
had the letters, lie gave them. 
The World says editorially : “The 
most melancholy news which it has 
ever fallen to our lot to lay before the 
public, hardly excepting the assassi­ 
nation of Lincoln, is that which we 
publish this morning, reciting the po­ 
litical aud moral suicide of

In the use of the Secret Service money 
as an election and corruption fund for 
his party’s benefit and his own re-elec­ 
tion. His agent was the notorious 
John J. Davenport, and the money 
was spent in defrauding the New Yrork

The 
proofs 
exist 
in 
Davenport’s 
individual 
receipts—not his receipts as an officer. 
The witness is ex-Attoruey General 
Williams. 
Not 
even 
Belknap’s 
crime 
envelops the administration 
and the Republican party in so black 
an infamy. W hat course will be tak­ 
en by the House upon this terrible ex­ 
posure we will not now presume to 
suggest or say. Were the term of the 
President beginning instead of draw­ 
ing to a close, his impeachment for 
high crimes and misdemeanors would 
be au imperative duty. 
As It is, per­ 
haps the sounder judgment will be 
that, for the sake of his former servi­ 
ces to the State, he be spared that 
public pillory, and like that of Clive, 
his name suffered to pass into history, 
an attestation of the temperance of 


the Demoeratie party aud of the mag­ 
nanimity of the Republic. 
The Herald says, editorially: Scarce 
a day lias passed in these times of in­ 
vestigation but some reputation hon­ 
ored in the sight of the natiou lias fal­ 
len down in loathsome ashes at the 
merest touch. 
Since Belknap’s infa­ 
my burst upon the country, aud in­ 
deed, long before, the vultures of cor­ 
ruption have been seen hovering and 
circling close about the President, yet 
a large 
majority have charitably 
hoped and believed that, near as the 
taint of evil came to him, he at least 
might come out unsmirched. 
It is to 
he feared this hope will prove falla­ 
cious. 
T H E REVELATIONS MADE 
before the Committee of the House, 
investigating the expenditures in the 
Department of Justice, show the Pres­ 
ident to have been the author of a raid 
upon the Treasury whose unwarranta­ 
ble shamelessness even the witness 
has not the cnurage to defend. 
This 
is a great blow to the President. 
As 
to Williams and Davenport, they have 
no characters to lose that they would 
be likely to grieve over, or any one 
else for them; but to the President, 
who surely counts ou a respected 
memory, this discovery must prove as 
great a shock as it will prove to the 
country at large. 
The Tribune's Washington corres­ 
pondent confirms the story briefly,but 
it was evidently too late for editorial 
comments. 
The Sun has the story in full with­ 
out comment. 
The Thnes says, editorially, that 
Bristow is evidently coming to the 
front rank as a Presidential.candidate. 
According to our Washington corres- 
poudent, 
PAID DETECTIVES 
are on his track, watching his com­ 
ings and goings, and persons who 
liave gained undesirable prominence 
in connection with whisky trials aud 
the safe burglary business are indus­ 
triously spying into obscure corners 
of his history with the benevolent in­ 
tention of proving him to have some 
affinity with themselves. 
Bristow 
has so far been fortunate enough not 
only to attbrd prompt and conclusive 
disproof of the charges against him, 
but he has also been able to confute 
the slanderous imputations before the 
Democrats, who were carefully nurs­ 
ing them, had time to give them to 
the world. The industrious accusors 
of the Secretary of the Treasury are 
doing substantial service to the Re­ 
publican party. 
We wish that Blaine 
would imitate Bristow’s promptitude 
aud frankness in disposing of the 
charges which are so industriously cir­ 
culated in regard to him. One of 
these charges has been but half ex­ 
cused aud shows a tendency to stick. 
It is that for which Harrison, a Gov­ 
ernment Director of the Union Pacific 
railroad is responsible, aud 
about 
Which, it is alleged, the whole story 
has not been told. 
Harrison is ready 
to go before the Congressional Com­ 
mittee with his statement, and it is to 
be hoped that, some way or other, his 
accusation will be got out aud fairly 
met by Blaine.

S a n F r a n c is c o , 20th.—A meeting 
of the stockholders of the Grangers’ 
Business Association, was held yes­ 
terday for the election of directors for 
the ensuing year, and to receive the 
report of the old Board.

Pursuant to notice that there was a 
meeting of boot and shoemakers at 
Irish American Hall, last evening. 
The meeting was called for the pur­ 
pose of exposing those firms who have 
heretofore advertised the discharge of 
Chinamen and substitution of white 
men.

Einstein of the firm of Einstein Bros, 
who it very soon transpired had m an­ 
aged to pack the me ting and adver­ 
tise the great Chinese employment 
house to which he belongs. The house 
lie said had been employing 150 Chi­ 
namen and they had discharged 50 of 
them and put white men in their pla­ 
ces. In two or three weeks 
they 
would not have a Chinaman in the 
shop. Gallatin, a shoemaker 
who 
had applied for work pursuant to this 
advertisement and 
was 
promptly 
refused 
attempted 
to 
contradict 
this statemeut, but as soon as his ob­ 
ject was made known he was prompt­ 
ly ordered to sit down, by the chair­ 
man, who evidently was an Einstein 
man. 
After some desultory talk, in 
which the Eirsteiners had it all their 
own way, the meeting dwindled to 
nothing, pegging out without 
the 
ceremony of adjourning. 
At a second meeting of the dissatis­ 
fied stockholders of the Leopard Min­ 
ing Company, held last night, the 
committee reported they had exam­ 
ined the hooks but found no crooked­ 
ness, and the report implied that the 
officers of the company were all right, 
and had done their duty. 
However, 
some dissatisfaction was manifested 
with the management, aud a com­ 
mittee was appointed to get stock 
enough to oust the parties now in 
control if the thing could be accom­ 
plished. 
Sharpers are trying the old dodge of 
putting lead pipe in imitation 
oi 
tw e n ty dollar rolls. One broker was 
victimized 
yesterday 
ta a small 
amount. The imitation rolls are like 
the genuine and the exact weight. 
The only way to detect them is to un­ 
roll the package. 
A preliminary meeting for the or­ 
ganization of the Pacific Coast cigar 
makers association was held last even­ 
ing. The question of admitting the 
manufacturers and dealers in cigars 
as well as journeymen was agitated 
and It was finally decided to admit 
every one interested in the business, 
subject to a vote of the body. 
The best free long staple Southern 
wool commands 18 cents,but such lots 
are scarce. Light free wools of six 
and eight mouths growth are quotable 
at 16 cents, while heavy lots of that 
kind will not bring over 12J@14 cents. 
The raDge for burry wools is from 10 


to 15 cents as to quality. At the pres­ 
ent time only strictly choice lots are 
in demand, other kinds being hard to 
sell, and within the past week prices 
have shaded off. 
This morning, before the Internal 
Revenue office was regularly opened 
lor business, Supervisor Hawley, Rev­ 
enue Agent Crane,and a newly arrived 
agent, with an assistant, made a sud­ 
den appearance in the office of Inter­ 
nal Revenue Collector John Sedgwick 
and demended the keys of the safe, to 
count the coin and stamps and exam­ 
ine the books. 
Sedgwick at once 
turned the office and its contents over 
to the agents. Examinations are usu­ 
ally made monthly, and although the 
Collector is never aware when the 
Agents intend to come, the usual 
course is to put in an appearance «lur­ 
ing business hours. Supervisor Haw­ 
ley aud his coadjutors are reticent 
about the matter, and the only infor­ 
mation that could be learned from 
them was that they were making the 
usual examination of the Collector’s 
accounts.

The Council met in regular session 
last evening, with Mayor Beaudry in 
the chair. 
Present—Leahy, Huber, Waldron, 
Lichtenberger, Campbell,Teed, K uhrts 
W orkman, Sotelo and Wolfskill. 
The minute- of the previous m eet­ 
ing were read and appmved. 
The Finance Committee reported 
th at there was a disposition on the 
part of the sureties of J. J. Melius to 
settle the deficit in the city treasury 
amicably. 
They requested instruc­ 
tions as to whether they should com­ 
mence suit immediately or wait for 
the return of Pio Pico, one of the sure­ 
ties. 
Mr. W orkman stated in addition to 
the report that the bondsmen of Mr. 
Melius wished to pay the amount de­ 
linquent in installments, covering a 
year or more. 
On motion the m atter was referred 
back to the Committee on Finance 
and City Attorney for one week, to re­ 
ceive the proposition in writing. 
Ihe Finance Committee reported 
the delinquent tax to be carried for­ 
ward for the next fiscal year. The 
taxes on 
mortgages and personal 
property of those parties not to be 
found in the city were stricken off’. 
Report approved. 
The City Attorney presented a copy 
of the new city charter, together with 
bill for expenses,charges,etc.,amount- 
ingto$33. Filed uud bill ordered paid. 
The City Attorney submitted his le­ 
gal opinion upon the constitutionality 
of the newly appointed Board of P ub­ 
lic Works. 
The report first presented a copy of 
the act in question, and then proceed­ 
ed to its discussion, premising that in 
this measure no attention had been 
paid to the three points considered 
necessary in such remedial acts, viz: 
The old law, the mischief aud the 
remedy. 
But it had assumed that the 
evil existed, and the whole object was 
directed to removing the same. 
H e 
claimed that the act in question tend­ 
ed to abolishing local government, 
and was strongly to be regretted. The 
question of the Council being able to 
originate 
improvements, 
and 
the 
Board of Public Works to execute 
them, is idle and of no force. The full 
powers in both respects must be vested 
either in oue body or the other. The 
law not only vests legislative pow­ 
ers 
in 
the 
new 
Board, 
hut 
makes the 
real 
legislative 
body 
(the 
Council) 
subservient 
to 
it. 
W hile the Legislature permits the 
Common Council to remain the local 
legislative body of the city it cannot 
deprive it of discretionary powers but 
may annul and abridge the powers of 
said body. He therefore held that the 
abolishing clause was fully legal. 
The control of water in the Los A n ­ 
geles river was granted by the State 
(Act approved March 26, 1874), to the 
city and the procedure would hold 
good by the law of contracts. 
H is 
opinion was that so far as the Act a t­ 
tempted to divest the city authorities 
of the control of water was concerned 
it was unconstitutional, citing the 
case of H art vs. Bennett, 15th Cal. 
Reports. 
He also cited a case in the

urts wherein the Legisla­ 
ted an Act requiring the 
tent of Detroit to appoint 
isioners aud levy a tux for 
the same, and the pro- 
eeided to be unconstitu-

Homestead and Pre-emption Law. 


The following is the text of the 
Homestead 
and 
Pre-emption 
bill 
which has passed both Houses of 
Congress and now wants but the sig­ 
nature of the .President to become a 
law: 
Be it enacted,etc., that al pre-emp­ 
tion and homestead entries made in 
compliance with any law of the Unit­ 
ed States on public land,made in good 
faith by an actual settler, when in 
tracts of not more than 160 acres each, 
within the limits of any land grant, 
prior to the time when notice of with­ 
drawal of lands embraced in sucli grant 
was received at the Local Land Office 
in thedistrict in which such lands are 
situated, or after their restoration to 
the m arket by order of the General 
Land Office, and where pre-emption 
and homestead laws have been com­ 
plied with, and proper proofs thereof 
have been made by parties holding 
such tracts, or parts thereof,they shall 
be confirmed and patents for the same 
shall be issued to parties entitled 
thereto. 
Sec. 2. T hat when at the time of 
such withdrawal, as aforesaid, valid 
pre-emption or homestead claims ex­ 
isted upon any lands within the lim ­ 
its of any such grants, which after­ 
ward were abandoned, and under the 
decisions and rulings of the Land De­ 
partm ent were re-entered by pre-emp­ 
tion or homestead claimants,who have 
complied witii the laws governing pre­ 
emption or homestead entries, aud 
shall make proper proofs required un­ 
der such laws, such entries shall be 
deemed valid and patents shall be is­ 
sued to the person entitled to. 
Sec. 3. 
That all such preemption 
and homestead entries which may 
have been made by permission of t lie 
land department, or in pursuance of 
rules and instructions thereof, within 
the limits of any land grant at a time 
subsequent to the expiration of such 
grant shall be deemed valid, and com­ 
pliance with the laws and m aking of 
proofs required shall entitle the hold­ 
er of the claim to a patent therefor.
